then in a ſdft and ftill yoice they ' 
utter their Prayers, wherein are 
many words moſt fignificantly ex-

then acknowledging that they are 
burdens to the Earth, and poiſon 
to the Air; being ſo confounded and

much as to lift up their Eyes to 
Heaven; but after all, comfort 
themſelves in the Mercies of God, 
through the mediation. of Mahomer. 

It happened, That I having once 
ſome diſcourſe with a Mahometan 
of good quality ; and diſconrfing 
with him about his. frequent pray- 
ing, I told him, That if himſelfand 
others of his profeſſion, who did be- 
lieve it a duty to pray ſo often, 
would conclude their Petitions in 
the Name of Feſus Chriſt, wm 
might find much comfort in thoſe 
frequent performances of that: 
great duty. Heanſwered, That IL 
needed not trouble my ſelf with 
that ; for they found as great com- 
fort as they could defire in what 
they did : and preſently he gave 
me this relation. 

There was (ſaid he) a moſt de- 
vout Muſelman, who had his' ha- 
bitation in a great City where Ma- 
bomet was zealouſly profeſſed, and 
that Man for many years together 
ſpent- his whole days. in the Moſ-

guitor Church; in themeantime, 


not fmindang. the world at all, he 


became ſd poor, . that he had no- 


thing left to buy Bread for his Fa- 


' mily; yet notwithſtanding his poor 


condition, he was reſolved ftill to 
ply his Devotions ; and in a Mor- 


ning he(when perceiving that there 
was nothing at all left for the fur- 


ther Subſiſtence of himſelf and 
Houſhold )) took a ſolemn leave of 
His Wife and Children, refolving 
for his part to go and Pray and Die

and finding all his Family very 
chearful and merry, his Wife pre- 
{ently told him, That there had 
been ſuch a one there ( a5 before 
defcribed ) and left ſo much Gold 
behind him, with the foremention- 
ed Meſſage delivered with it. Her 
Husband preſently replied, That it 
was the Angel Gabriel ſent from 
God, ( for the Mahometans ſpeak 
much of that Angel, ) and he fur- 
ther added, That himſelf had no- 
thing to bring home unto her but- a 
little Gris or Sand, which he took 
up in his way homeward, and bound 
it in his Girdle ; which he preſently 
opening to ſhow her, it was all turns

The Seventh part of which, as of 
bis Gold likewiſe , he preſently 
gave to the Poor ; (for, ſaid he, a 
Muſelman is very Charitable ;) and 
then made this Inference and - Con- 
clufion of his Diſcourſe with me : 
That if we do not negle& God, God 
will not forget us,but will, when we 
ftand moſt in need of help,fupply us. 

Secondly, Of their Obſervations of

Their Liturgy is in the Arabian 
Tongue, not underftood by many 
of the common People, yet 1s re- 
peated by the Moolaas or Prieſts, 
and alſo by the common People. 
The Mahomitans alſo rehearſe the

The devont Mahometans, in a 
folemn manner, .afſemble in their 
Moſquits or Churches, where by 
their Moolaas or Priefts ( npon Fri-

lefted parts of the Alcoran are pub- 
lickly read unto them, which their 


| Moolaas or Priefts never touch 


without an Expreſhon of much out- 
ward Reverence, and then they de- 
liver ſome precepts which they ga- 
And they never ſee 
their Alcoran, and hear any ot of 
it read, without a great ſhew of 
Attention, Aﬀeſtion and Reverence. 

They keep a ſolemn Lent, which 
they call Kamjam or Kamdam, which 
begins the firſt New-Moon, which 
happens in September, and ſo conti- 
nue it that whole Moon. 
ring all that time, thoſe that are 
ftriet in their Religion forbear their 
Women, and will not take either 
Meat or Drink any day during that 
time, ſo long as the Sun is above the 
Horizon, only affer the Sun is ſet 
they eat at pleaſure. The laft day 
of their Lent they Conſecrate as a 
day of Mourning, to the memery 
of their deceaſed - Friends ; when”I 
have obſerved; ſaith the Author,

The day of reft or Sabbath,which 
the Hindoes or Indians obſerve, is 
Thurſday, as alſo many other Fefti- 
vals or Times of publick Devotions 
they obſerve very Solemnly, as alſo 


Tilgrimages. 


And they never hear their Law 
or Precepts read to them by their 
Bramins or Prieſts, without a ſhew 
of great Attention, Reverence and 
Aﬀettion. 

Their Bramins or Priefts ( as the 
Author affirms) have told him, 
That they acknowledge one God, 
whom they deſcribe with a Thou- 
ſand Eyes, and a Thouſand Hands, 
and as many Feet ; as being all Eye 
to ſee, all Feet to follow, and all 
Hand to ſmite Offenders; thus they 
expreſs his Power. The confidera- 
tion whereof makes them ( as the 
Author teſtifies) very exat in

fully obſerving that Royal Law, in 
yoing to others but what they would 
contented to ſuffer from them. 

Now that Book of their Law,which 
they call the Sheſter, or the Book 
of their written Word, hath been 
tranſcribed in all Ages, ever fince 
the firft delivery of it ( not long 
after the Creation, as they ſay ) by 
the Bramins, out of which they de- 
liver Precepts unto the People. 

Both Men and Women,before they 
£0 to their Devotions ( which are 
very frequent)waſh their Bodies, as 
I related before, led hereunto by 
a certain Precept, as they ſay, gi- 
ven them by their Lawgiver, Breman, 
which requires themdaily toobſerve 
their times of Devotion expreſſed by 
their Waſhings, and Worſhippings, 


and Prayer to God, which muſt be , 


all done with purity of Heart. 

— ThePrecepts delivered to them 
from him they call Breman, are theſe; 
Firft, Thou ſhalt not kill any living 
Creature whatever it be, having 


Life in the ſame;for thou art aCrea- 


ture, 
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ture, and ſo 1$ it ; thonart indu- 
ed with Life, and ſois it ; thou ſhale 
not therefore fpill the Life of any of 
thy fellow Creatures that live: 

Cther Precepts they mention as

or brought him out of his new Pro- 
feſſhon, he would have made him 
an Example for all Waverers ; but 
how he perceived that his Reſolu- 
tion was indeed to be a Chriftian ; 
he bid him lo continue, and with a 
reward diſmift him. 

Both the Mahometans and the 
Hindpes or\ Indians, give their 
Priefts not only Honour and Re- 
ſpett as aforeſaid, but allow them 
comfortable maintenance and that 
freely without grudging. 


Fifthly, Of 
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Fifthly, Of Building of fair Moſ- 
quits or Churches, and then nos 
ſuffering them to be profaned or 
converted to common uſes, 


In the Mo{quits or Churches of 
the Mahometans, built of Stone 
and many of them Marble, a man 
may take notice of excellent Work- 
manſhip ; but they will not permit 
any of their dead to be Buried in 
them. . 

Aad it was very obſeryable at the 
City of Mandoe ( a place Ruinous, 
where the 2Zogol for ſome time reſi- 
ded) that there were not a few un- 
frequented Moſquits or Churches, 
anJ although the people were mar- 
vellouſly ftreightned, who attend- 
ed the King, tor Room for their 
excadllent Horſes, they would not 
make Stables of any of them, al- 
though forſaken and out of uſe. 
Alfo the late 2ogol, about the be- 
ginning of his Reign, cauſed a Tem- 
ple to be built in Agra, his chief Ci- 
ty,for the Jeſuits, B3 An 
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An other principal or choice 
City. of his Empire , being called 
Labore, betwixt which and: Agra is 
a long Walk or Road of 400. Miles 
in length, ſhaded by Trees on both 
ſides. 
' Thereare,beſides their Moſquits, 
many other goodly Monuments 
which arerichly adorn'd,built tothe 
memory of ſuch as they have efteem- 
ed Peres or Saints, (of whom they 
have a large Calender, ) in which 
are Lamps continually burning, at- 


tended by Votaries : and many þ 


tranſported withDeyotion daily re- 
ſort thither to contemplate the 
Happineſs thoſe Saints enjoy. | 
Now as to the Hindoes or Indi- 
_ ens, at a chief City called Nagracer, 
they have an 1dol Temple or Cha- 
pel, moft richly ſet forth, being Seel- 
£d and Paved with plates of pure 
Silver, curiouſly Emboſſed over 
head in ſeveral Fignres, which they 
keep exceeding bright by often rib- 
bing and burniſhing it, and all this 
to the honour of an Idol they keep 
there, called Matias. Se- 
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Secondly, Their Fuſtice and 
Righteouſneſs to Men, and 
Temperance and Chaſtity 
a to themſelves, 


1. Tatheir Dutifulnefs to their 
Parents, 


"THey are ( faith the Anthor ) 
exemplary in their Picty and 
Dutifulneſs to their Parents. The 


; Poor Hindoes and Heathens, not- 


withſtanding they ſerve for very lit- 
tle,buit for Five Shillings a Moon or 
Month for their whole livelihood ; 
yet they will impart at the leaſt, 
half that little when their Parents 


- are in want, chooſing rather to 


want themſelves than that their Pa« 
rents ſhould ſuffer. 

Yea the Great Mogol or Prince 
(as the Author teſtifies) would 
often ſhew great Expreſhions of Du» 
ty and ftrong Aﬀettions to his Mo- 
ther then living, ſo that he that 

B 4 cſteem« 
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efteemed the whole world as his 
Vaſſals, would ſometime be one to 
Help to carry her in a Palankee np- 
on his Soulders. 


2. In their Loyalty, Fidelity and | 


great AﬀeTions ro their Prince, 
and bumble Subjetion to their 
Superiors. 


The People in general have ſo 
great Reſpetts to their Prince, that 
although ( being very neat ) they 
ſhave themſelves often, yet when 
their Prince is pleaſed to ſend any 
of them unto any place of Go- 
yernment, or upon any other im- 
ployment, they cut not their Hair 
at: all, till they return again into 
his Preſence,as if they deſired not to 
appear beautiful, orto give them- 
ſelves any content while they live 
out of his ſight. And when ever the 
Mogol ſends his Commands to them 
by Letters, thoſe Papers are enter- 
tained with as much reſpet as if 
bimſelf was preſent. The Govyer- 
nor 
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nor to whom they are ſent, well 
accompanied, , goes out to meet the 
Meſſenger ; and as ſoon as he ſees 
the Letters, he alights from his 
Horſe, falls down on the Earth, 
and then takes them from the Meſ- 
ſenger, and lays them on his Head, 
ſo carries them to the place of pub- 
lick Aſſembly or Council to be read. 
And the Mogol's Subjects , that 
are near him, will attend many of 
them conſtantly to ſee him, when 
he expoſes himſelf, for that pur- 
poſe, in'a Balcony, as he uſually 
doth three times a day : And when 
they ſee him they will cry ont with 
a loud voice, Live, O great King ; 
or thus, O great King, Health and 
Life ; and his Subjts will do any 
thing he commands them, yea, if 
it be for the Father to kill the Son, 
or the Son the Father. 

The people all in general are 
very civil, and ufually keep them- 
ſelves within the bounds of Com- 
mands received from their Supe- 
riours, over which they do not; 
| Bs Pals. 
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paſs. They happily confidering, 
that as in a natural Body, ſoina 
Body politick, there muft be Hands 
and teci as well as Head, and e- 
very part muft keep its Station, 
the Foot not meddling with the buſt- 
neſs of the Head. further than to 
receive commands from it. And 
the meaner ſort , to their Superi- 
ors, uſe theſe abje& and lowly ce- 
remonies of Reverence, by putting, 
£:eir Right Hand to the Earth.

They are very tender in preſer- 
ving the Lives of all inferior Crea- 
tures; and the Banjans, or the 


 Priefts of theſe Hindoes, have ( as 


they ſay ) Spittles to recover Lame 
Birds and Beaſts. And this from 
this conſideration, That they can- 
not give Life tothe meaneft Crea- 
ture; But I rather think they do 
it in Obedience to a certain Pre- 
cept, given to them by their Pro- 
phet or Lawgiyer Bremaw, before 
mentioned. |

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& Ja their Chaſtity and great de- 
teftation. of Adultery and For- 
nication alſo and the great re- 
ſpeRs their Widows ſhew to their 
deceaſed Husbands. 


It is true, the Law of Mahomet 
allows four Wiyes to any. that 
pleaſe to be troubled with ſo ma- 
ny, and as many Women beſides 
as they can get, whom they com- 
mand as Wives. The great Mogol 
1s ſaid to be married to Fonr Wives, 


and to have a Thouſand- Cpncu- | 


bines, - yet had but Six Children ; 
Yet the Mahometan Priefts content 
themſelves with one Wife, and ſo 
do ſome other Mahometans who 
may. marry four. One of the Mo- 
Lol's Sons, Sultan Coob-Surroo, a 
Prince of a- very lovely Preſence, 
fine Carriage, and the very love 
and delight of the common People , 
( by means whereof he had been 
tempted into Rebellion in his 
younger days; ) contented ye 
Wi 
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with one Wife, which-with all Love 
and Care. accompanied him in all 
his Streightz, - The ſaid Prince 
meeting one day accidentally with 
the Engliſh -Embaſſador, aud Diſ- 
courſing him, amongſt other things 
told him, That it was a great ſhame 
for the Succeſſor of Tanda who 
had ſuch infinite Riches, to ſuffer a 
Man of his Quality to come ſo far 
nnto him and to live ſo long about. 
him, ag 'not to give him ſome 
Royal Fift. And he farther ad- 
ded, :That for himſelf he was a 
Priſoner, and therefore could do 
him no good, - but he would” pray 
for him ; and ſo he parted from the 
Embaſſador. And the ftridt Vo- 
taries of that Religion marry not 
at all: And it is obſerved, that 
thoſe Mahometans, who have moſt ' 
Wives and Women, are moſt Jea- 
lous, and their Jealouſy is ſuch, 
that they will not ſuffer the Bro: 
thers, or the Fathers of their Wives 
to come to them except in their 
Preſence. And a continued. Cu- 
om,

ftom, by this reſtraint, hath made 
it odious for ſuch Women as have 
the Reputation of honefty, to be 
ſeen at any time by any man beſides 
their own Husbands, and ſuch as 
thoſe before named their Relati- 
ons, and by them but very ſeldom. 
But if they diſhonour their Hus- 
band's Beds; or being unmarried are 
found incontinent and filthy, pro- 
fefſing Chaſtity, rather than they 
ſhall want the ſevemeſl(Wuniſh- 
ment, their own rothers hands 
will be firft againft them, to take 
away their Lives, and for ſv doing 
ſhall be commended, and not quefti- 
oned for the ſame. 

Here is a free toleration, not- 
withſtanding, :for Whores, who 
are Lifted and Enrouled ( as they 
fay) before they can have liberty 
to keep ſuch an open Houſe. Some 
of the finer ſort of theſe Strumpets, 
at certain times, appear in the pre- 
ſence of the Mogol, before whom 
they ſing their wanton Songs, play- 
wg 0n their Timbrels. - 
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As for the Hindoes or Indians, 

they take but one Wife, and of her 
they are not ſo fearful and jealous 
as the Mahometans are of their ſe- 
veral Wives and Women they al- 
ſo ſuffering their Wives to go a- 
| broad whither they pleaſe. Their 
Widows immediately after their 
Husbands are dead, cut their Hair, 
and ſpend all their Lives following 
as Creatures, neglefted beth by 
themſelves and others ; whence to 
be free from ſhame, ſome of them 
are ambitious to die with honour in 
their Husband's Funeral Pile, and 
ſhe that is once thus reſolved never 
ftarts back, - but goes ſinging to her 
death; and although not bound, 
yet never offers to ftir out of the 
Flames. 
* There are another ſort of Hea- 
thens (asT mentioned before) in 
Indoſian or India, called the Perſees, 
who take alſo but one Wife, who 
hath liberty to go abroad, as the 
Wives of the Z7ndoes.

Author ) are given to their Palat, 
although the Country affords great 
plenty of excellent good Proviſion, 
but are very careful and tempes 
rate in their Diet. Such Meat and 
Drink as there Law -allows, they 
take only to ſatisfie Nature : The 
word for a Drunkard fignifies alſo 
a Mad-man : And the #7indoes or 
indians in general, eat no Beef at 
all, having a great eſteem of Kine, 
hut ſome of them, and eſpecially 
the Banjans in general, which are 
a very ftria Set among them, will 
eat of nothing that hath had or may 
have Life 3 others will cat Fiſh 
and no living thing elſe. And both 
the Mahometans and the Hindoes or 
Heathens, moſt of them will ra- 
ther die than taſte any thing their 
Law forbids, like the Kechabires.

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By reaſon of their great Tempe- 
rance in Eating and Drinking, ( as 
the Author athrms ) they live to 
our Age, notwithſtanding the great 
and intemperate heat of the Coun- 
try, and there are more old Peoplei 
among them than among us. And 
as for Wine they make none, be- 
cauſe their Law forbids the Grinks 
ing it.

The Mahometans in general, it is 
true; being the Lords and Con- 
querors of the Country, are given 
to an idle courſe of Life ; but the 
Hindoes or Tidians, thoſe ancient 
Inhabitants of the Country, are a 
very Induftrious People. It is 
true, all their Learning is only to 
Read and Write, yet many of them 
are Men of very ſtrong Reaſon, and 
I never ſaw ( faith the Author) a-

They are in ſhort very La- 
borious, they plant the Ground, 


{breed Cattle, and make all manner

and if their Salary be not paid to 
them exaQly at the time, they ws
